J. HAVE SEEN the BoUVw.rs roinn dnwn from the flhljis 
and Htiiud in long lilies on Uic docks, llioir ''It' bags Ims'ulv, 
. tlicni and their [ihcI^h ou their b^n•^^H and their rifles shing 
over iheir nhoidilerB. They have come to a new country 
and it is strange to iheiii. They are puzzled and althongli 
only a little time froti) home, ihey are homesick. 

"I have seen the Hiipplics come in hy the Iiimdrcd Bhip- 
■ loads locomotives and tanks and trucks — acnaj of boxed 
food and grejtt niotmdH of hums, shiploudti of honii)s stacked 
in from ke<;I to hatch and all materials that we need nt 
home — steel for hridycs and bnildings, food for our own 
people, material enough to make all America well fed and 
well housed and well clothed. And all this dumped on the 
docku of a foreigu country. 

"I have seen Anicricjni railroad men sliunting ears on 
Uic British line, men. who got good pay on the B, & O. and 
on the New York Central and now with Sergeant's stripes 
and Sergeant's pay. 

n have seen the men climh into the Forlrces in the 



early morning and fly away waving with elaborate non- 
chnhuice and I have seen tiic gap in the mess when tljeydid 
not come back and tlie empty bunks, ihc bhrnkcts thrown 
aside as they tlircw them, and tiic framed pholograpliH on 
tlic steel lockers. 

"Tlie men have gone up the gangways again to go Into 
action and they jump from lauding barges to a l>eacli, 
strewn with llic botUeti of ihcir own people, and they claw 
their way Ukc animals into a hoj^itilc cuasL 

"1 have seen llie hospirals mtb tlie mauled mm, tho 
leglefs and blind, the fingerlcss hands and the burned faces- 
all the destruction that steel and.firc can do to a maii'a 
body and mind. I have seen children hauled out of a 
blasted building; lumps of crushed, dirty meat in pinafores^ 
anj dead — boxed and" buried carrion. In God's namcj 
what is it for except to get this horrible tiling over with ni 
quickly and as llioroughly as possible? And if tbig Is true, 
itWiould not be a matter of 'Who will lend his money?' but 
' IVho dares not to? ' "
